OF INTEREST TO WOMEN. 


A summer house is more than a de- 


light if there is room in it. It need 
not be a costly affair. Little folks 
get even more good out of a 


rough lath construction, thickly over- 
run with vines, and floored with noth- 
ing more costly than clean earth. The 
baby can sprawl these upon his blan- 
ket through the hottest summer days. 
or the toddlers play games. Build it 
low and broad, with doors up)n four 
sides, and in either square, round or oc- 
tagon shape. Grape arbors yield as 
much profit as pleasure, if one is at the 
pains to prune the vines as not to waste 
all their strength in maintaining un- 
fruitful wood. Fruit buds, it should not 
be forgotten-come out of new wood— 
that is to say, fruit of last year’s 
growth. The nearer the roots these new 
growths come out, the more richly 
fruitful they will prove. <A vigorous 
shoot will often grow 15 to 20 feet long. 
Thus cutting away the old vine need 
not mean spoiling the shade.

ELIZABETHAN EMBROIDERY. 


A London woman was recenty en- 
trusted by the Countess of Warwick 
with a commission for embroidering a 
set of hangings for one of the old tur- 
ret rooms at Warwick castle. Tne beau- 
tiful work is a sp!endid reproduction of 
English crewel work of some 300 years 
ago, and well stood the test of com- 
parison with the original piece from 
which it was copied. 

The design known as the Norwich 
pattern is a quaint arrangement of 
boldly drawn scrolls, representing fol- 
jage interspersed with clusters of large 
coral-tinted berries worked on cream 
linen. At ithe base is the suggestion of 
landscape characteristic of so much of 
the English embroidery of the period, a 
series of rounded forms indicating hil- 
locks closely embroidered in shades of 
green, brown and yellow, formal flow- 
ers and plants in the foreground, and in 
what may be taken to be the miide 
distance, grotesque delineations of deer 
chased by hounds, 

Each of the eight hangings is nine 
feet in height, and is covered from base 
to top with the designs, the treatment 
of which is literally a marvel of stitch- 
ery. The prevailing color is rich blue 
green in different shades, reliev2d with 
admirably introduced touches of c:im- 
son, brown and gold. 

Some of the scrolls are in solid em- 
broidery, others outlined and filed in 
with wonderfully varied open stitches, 
reminding one of the quaint catego y 
of ithe Elizabethan poet of the needle, 
Taylor: “Fine ferne-stitch, finny-stlich, 
new Stitch and chain stitch, Brave breil 
stitch, fisher-stitch, Irish-stitch and 
queen stitch. The Spanish-stitch, 1ose- 
mary-stitch, and mowse-stitch. The 
smarting whip-stitch, back-stitch and 
the cross-stitch.’’ The blending of col- 
ors in each scroll is as varied as the 
stitches.

The sales for the. week in Bosfon 
amounted to 5,790,000 pounds domestic 
and 310,000 pounds foreign, making a 
total of 6,100,000 against a total of 
6,570,000, for the previous week, and a 
total of 3,268,500 for the corresponding 
week last year. The sales since January 
1 amount to 134,442,600 pounds, agaffist 
77.551,100 pounds for the corresponding 
time last year. 

The receipts of wool in Boston this 
week amount to 382,627 bales against 
30,758 bales last. week, and 15,013 bales 
last year. 

The total receipts since January 1 
have been 347,612 bales domestic and 
83,496 bales foreign, against 210,118 
bales domestic and 107,935 bales  for- 
eign for the corresponding period of 
1900. This is an increase of 187,494 bales 
domestic and a decrease of 24,439 bales 
foreign.

Thus we are trained year after year 
to look upon nature’s charms around us, 
and through such reasoning we become 
almost fanatical upon the subject of 
“never cutting a tree”. But supposing 
nobody ever cut a tree ; supposing the 
world stood perfectly still is what such 
a supposition means ! 

The fact is the sentimental in man 
gets many hard knocks in passing 
through this world and it is sometimes 
the butt of a falling elm that hits him, 
and sometimes a misplaced confidence 
in his fellowmen. In either case he 
usually survives the shock, and if he is 
a, sensible man, promptly, in the first 
case, plants anew tree in) some other 
more desirable place, and in the latter 
case, looks up a new person in whom to 
place his trust. 

The world moves, Old ideas pass by, 
and new notions hold sway. The march 
of progress says in one case that a steam 
railroad must go directly through some 
old resident's favorite orchard and the 
law first adjusts the damage, and time 
very soon heals the wounded feelings. 
The same sort of a march of progress, 
says that a long time naturally beauti- 
ful highway must be changed to a great 
thoroughfare, and the same law adjusts 
these damages and again time will very 
soon plant new trees and make a new 
street, that shall be more beautiful than 
the first and heal all troubled minds. 

Let us never love the trees any less 
than we do now, but let us remember 
at the same time that they were created 
for mankind and not mankind for them, 


Time for Prompt Action. 


There is no doubt about a very. seri- 
ous dissatisfaction with the town water, 
whatever may be said as to any actual 
trouble with the water itself. 

There seems to be a very general be- 
lief that not the whole difficulty has 
yet been discovered by the officials. 
To be sure the report by the State 
board of bealth seems good authority 
for the belief that the trouble is not 
dangerous to health, but, even with 
that as a fact, the taste and smell are 
not pleasant according to many citizens, 
So much exorcised over this condition 
have many become, that a movement 
is already started to reopen wells that 
have been long out of use, and several 
such are already in commission. 

In view of the condition, what is to 
be done? The town has for a_ long 
time, and very properly so, prided _ it. 
self upon its superior water supply. 
To have anything happen to it is a 
serious matter. To remedy it quickly 
and thoroughly is very important. If 
the remedy cannot be applied in four 
months by those who have charge of 
the business, the public is” certainly 
justified in demanding, what scores are 
demanding — that expert advice be 
called in to make a thorough inspec- 
tion of the entire water system of the 
town. 

In serious illness the attending phy- 
sician calls into consultation the most 
famous specialist his money and judg- 
ment can secure, and the town’s course 
in doctoring its water supply would 
seem to be wisely along similar lines. 
Certainly many citizens would feel 
better if the judgment of the local 
board was passed upon by other ex- 
perts in water supply matters.

NEW FILTERER 


System Installed at Haggetts Pond 
Which Is Expected To Overcome 
Troubles with Town Water. 


Under the direction of the Board of 
Public Works a filtering bed arrange- 


ment is being put in on the land of. 


Charles L. Bailey, proprietor of Shady 
Side grove, which it is hoped will do 
away with the unpleasant taste and 
smell now observable in the town’s 
water supply. 

A brook runs through a swamp upon 
Bailey’s land and empties into the pond 
not far from the place where the water 
is taken through the suction pipe and 
pumped to the reservoir. As before ex- 
plained, it is almost a positive fact that 
tlie bad smell and taste emanates from 
vegetable matter bred in the swarip and 
carried by the brook into the pond. To 
get rid of this vegetable matter before it 
reaches the pond will be the object of 
the town authorities. 

A scheme to accomplish this, originat- 
with one of the board, John I. 
Smith, is being tried. It consists in the 
built stone 
wall about twenty feet in length to one 
side of the brook, along the face of 
which a trench will be dug. On the 
back of the wall, a slanting bank of 
gravel and a bank of sand will lie be- 
tween another stone wall of similar con- 
struction parallel to and about fifteen 
feet from the first wall. On the back of 
this wall will be a trench into which the 
water from the brook, which will be 
diverted from its course to the ditch on 
the face of the first wall, having trickled 
through the wails and beds of gravel and 
sand between, will run again into its 
former bed and thus into the pond. A 
pipe with a gate will be set in the brook’s 
former course from the end of one wall 
to the end of the other, and by means of 
it the supply will be regulated in the 
winter so that freezing will be prevented, 
or an excess of overflow. 

By means of. this filter, which is not 
expected to cost over $75, the vegetable 
matter will probably be removed from 
the water. A trial of the filter after a 
portion of it was installed has con- 
vinced the members of the Board of 
Public Works that it will accomplish all 
that is hoped for it. A handful of the 
sand after the water had been running 
through it some time had a terrible 
smell, with all the characteristics of 
those noticed in the smell and taste of 
the water. 


Injured in Lawrence. 


Nellie Flynn, a thirteen year old girl 
from Somerville, who has been visiting 
her aunt, Mrs. Hugh Cunningham, of 
this place, had a very narrow escape 
from a serious, if not fatal, accident in 
Lawrence, Wednesday afternoon. In 
company with her aunt she was stand- 
ing on the sidewalk nearly opposite the 
transfer station waiting for a car to 
Andover, when a runaway horse, which 
had become freed from the carriage to 
which it had been attached, dashed up 
on the sidewalk and struck her, throw- 
ing her violeutly to the ground. The 
horse passed over her body without stiik- 
ing her again and was later caught. The 
little girl was picked up and conveyed 
to Ryder’s drug store where a hasty ex- 
amination was made by Dr. T. J. Daly, 
who found that her right shoulder bone 
had been broken and that she was other- 
wise bruised and injured. He advised 
her removal to her temporary home in 
Andover and a hack was summoned, her 
aunt and the doctor accompanying her 
to Andover where her injuries were at- 
tended to. A boy was knocked down, 
but escaped with a bruise on his knee.

Railroad Matters. 


| 


Superintendent Nowell, of the Law- 
rence division of the Boston & Northern 
road, expects to have the new rails laid 

| to the Square by Saturday night. Some 
| little difticulty is being experienced at 
present in making satisfactory connect- 
ions between the cars from Lawrence and 
the Reading cars as the officials of the 
latter road refuse to allow their cars to 
run down as far as they can over the new 
rails. ‘They claim that it is impossible 
for them to do so and make time as the 
power is insufficient to run their cars 
back up hill again at any kind of speed. 
In the meantime, the many changes thus 
required as the B, & N. road must keep 
a car the other side of the break for the 
transfer of passengers, is causing the 
passengers going through to lose their 
connections one way or the other on al- 
most every trip. 


Frank Shepard, the skillfnl, efficient 
and courteous manager at the Lawrence 
«& Reading car barns, bas the following 
description of the new air brakes recent- 
ly titted to the cars of their line, ‘in Tast 
week's Reading Chronicle : ; 

“Perhaps it would be well to speak 
first of the Standard Air Brakes 
which we have been using, also our 
reasons for discarding them. ‘The 
Standard is a natural axle-driven 
compressor, deriving all its pressure 
from the action of the motors on the 
car. It.carries all its own delicate 
and intricate machinery, needing 
constant oiling and cleaning. Also 
if in need of repairs it was found 
necessary to remove the entire truck 
thus incurring great expense and 
trouble. 

“We at last found it impossible to 
continue longee with the Standard 
and after casting about for a more 
suitable and durable system of brak- 
ing we finally ordered six equipments 
of the Magann Storage Air Brake, 
three of which are already in use, 
the others to come later with new 
cars. “This method merely carries, 
on each car, a storage tank (8 ft. 
long) charged with 300 lbs., a low 
pressure tank, a reducing valve, and 
the engineer’s valves on either end 
of the car. In fact it does away with 
all bothersome machinery, making 
it almost impossible for the brakes 
to get out of order and giving steady 
braking pressure. ; 

“The machinery of the Magann 
Storage Air Brake system is installed 
in the power station under a com- 
petent engineer, It works automat- 
ically, and cuts out at 325 Ibs. 
There is a large storage tank near 
the track where a car can stop and | 
have her tank recharged in a minute. 
There is also a tank in the station 
which collects the moisture taken 
into the air. 

“One great benefit is that the 
brake ‘shoes’ are not compelled to 
hug the wheel, while on.the Standard 
where the brakes had to be set very 
close it was found that the ‘shoes’ 
wore much faster. 

“It being a new brake (here) we 
have had little opportunity for ex- 
periments, but find the Magann will 
brake in one-half the distance of the 
Standard and other motor-driven 
compressors. On the whole we find 
it the most satisfactory brake we 
Wave seen used and believe it will 
eventually prove the one in greater 
use.”

“Hard luck,” he said, ‘“dat’s the fairy 
tale | gets UVrown at me everywheres. 
I’m a printer and, say, I’ve tried to get a 
job in every bloomin’ office between here 
an’ Brooklyn and worked just a day an’ 
a halfinall. Wait till I tells yer where 
I’ve been to. Yer see I took the “50 
cent line” from New York to Providence, 
den I went to Pawtucket, South Attle- 
boro, Taunton, Mansfield, Easton, Bridge- 
water, Brockton, Campello, (worked a 
day in Campello, dat’s a suburb of Brock- 
ton, yer know,) Whitman, Abington, 
Stoughton, Avon, Canton, Braintree, 
Norwood, Milton, Watertown, Waltham, 
Arlington, Lexington, Winchester, Wo- 
burn, Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill, back 
to Lawrence, North Andover, and now 
I'm going down to Reading. — I havn’t 
put down the places what didn't have 
printing offices in,’’ he added. 

He inquired how far it was to Reading 
and I informed him that if he walked it 
was nine miles, but if he rode in the 
electrics it was about twenty minutes. 

He heaved a gentle sigh and said “Well, 
as | am a stranger round here, I suppose 
V’ll have to do it,” thinking of the nine 
miles undoubtedly. He volunteered the 
information that besides his day’s work 
in Campello he had got in half .a days 
work haying on a farm, for a meal and 
fifty cents, but remarked that farming 
didn't agree with him and that he didn’t 
know much about cows and horses. 

I thought he looked as though he might 
take a job if one was coming his way so 
gave him a tip that lots of work was be- 
ing carried on up the hill and he said he 
was much obliged and would look it up 
altho’ he was not very strong and would 
have to go easy at first if it was manual 
labor. 

A visit of inspection to the.scene of 
operations a day or so later failed to re- 
veal my friend of the road so it is safe to 
conclude that his health gave out before 
he had achance to accept the position 
which doubtless might have been his on 
Andover Hill.

Gustav A. Schmidt of 116 Bunker Hill 
street, the well known jeweler, whose 


place of business is at 204 Essex street, | 


came very near losing his life at Salis- 
bury beach Wednesday afte:noon while 
attempting to save Albert Maitland of 
Manchester, N. H., who was _ seized 
with cramps while bathing. : 

Maitlani was drowned, being washed 
out to sea before help could reach him, 
and but for a woman who rushed into 
the water and threw Schmidt a line, 
he would probably have met a similar 
fate. 

The two men were bathing in the 
surf, nearly opposite the Waverly cot- 
tage at the easterly end of the beach, 
when Maitland was seized by cramps. 
The recent easterly winds had created 
a strong-uncertoWw and the water was 
filled with seaweed. Aithough Maitland 
was not out beyond tris depth, these 
conditions rendered him powerless and 
before Schmidt could reach him he was 
carried off to sea and was lost. 

There were several 
shore at the time, including ~the wife 
of the unfortunate man, but nobody 
was able to render assistance. 

Mr. Schmidt had a close call from 
being crowned foy he went out so far 
that he was fast becoming exhausted 
and it was owing to the courage of a 
woman that he was saved. She secured 
a pole to which a line was attached, 
and rushing into the surf she threw the 
line end to Mr. Schmidt who caught 
hold of the line and was helped to 


sshore.

At Schmidt's jewelry store, the clerk 
stated that he knew nothing of his em- 
ployers’ present condition, for all he 
knew of the incident was what hal 
been told him by a man named Hilbert 
who witnessed the drowning and who 
was in this city last evening. The clerk 
said that the way he understood it, 
many persons had a narrow escape yes- 
terday owing to the condition of the 
surf and the undertow. Mr. Schmidt is 
expectei home today.

A bad runaway accident

Un- 
less such a preiominant sentiment 
should be manifested in favor of one 
of the candidates in advance that he 
should be left a clear field, it will re- 
quire only one ballot to determine the 
issue, since there are but two candi- 
dates, and no others in prospect. 

In the lst Essex district a vacancy is 
to occur in the retirement of the Hon. 
Henry C. Attwill, who is a candidate 
for the district attorneyship. The list 
of candidates for his place 1n the sen- 
ate includes Representatives H. Cush- 
ing Bulfinch of Swampscott, G. H. 
Stackpole of Lynn, James E. Odlin of 
Lynn and ex-Rep:esentative Thomas F. 
Porter of Lynn. There is also a con- 
test in the 5th Essex district, the can- 
didates being Representaitive Archie N. 
Frost of Lawrence and G. G. Frederic 
of Methuén. The Cistrict is now repre- 
sented by a Democrat, the Hon. Guy 
W. Currier. The candidates for the 
Democratic nomination are Rep:esen- 
tatives Cloutier and Desmond of Law- 
rence,

$15,000 BOND. 


A bond for $15,000, signed by the Law- 
rence & Methuen Street Railway com- 
pany (by James A. Brogan, treasurer), 
as principal, and the American Surety 
company of New York, as surety, was 
filed with the city clerk Thursday 
by Attorney Poor of the law firm of 
Fuller & Poor of Haverhill, attorneys 
for the electric road. 

The surety company guarantees the 
payment, to the city of Lawrence, of 
the cost of paving Hampshire street 
from Essex street to Oak street. This 
money, however, which is in the vicini- 
ty of $15,000, will be applied to asphalt- 
ing the street, the balance of the cos» 
to be paid by the city. 

Paving would cost about $2.10 per 
square yard and asphalting, about $2.80 
for the same area, The total cost of 
asphalting will be in the neighborhood 
of $19,000, making a balance of about 
$5000 which the city will have to pay. 
In other words the city will have the 
long strip of roadbed asphalted for the 
small sum of $5000. 

James R. Simpson, president of the 
company, was seen this morning and 
when asked for some information as to 
when the road may be expected to be 
in operation, he replied that there is 
every reason to believe that it will now 
be but a few weeks before cars are 
running over the tracks. The obtaining 
of power is the chief worriment just 
at nresent as the power house has not 
yet been constructed, but as power is 
to be brought from Dover, N. H., to 
Haverhill to operate cars there, it is 
the plan of the local company to have 
a wire continued on to their tracks, 
Mr. Simpson stated that he has been 
told by good authority that the line 
ought to be in operation in six weeks, 
but he questions whether it will be 
quite so soon. 

When the line is in. full operation, It 
is said, the company will have at Cano- 
bie lake one of the finest parks in thia 
vicinity. The company intends to boom 
things and it intends to push the work 
right ahead just as fast as possible,

Mrs. Leslie’s Title. 


NEW YORK —Passengers 
who arrived in New York on the Ocean- 
ic were on tiptoe with curiosity when 
the vessel reached her pier to learn the 
identity of a mysterious voyager who 
appeared on the passenger list under 
the title of the Baroness de Bazus. 

They were surprised and mystified 
when the baggage was distributed ac- 
cording to the initials of its owners to 
see the baroness go to the letter “L” 
instead of to “B.” Some of the curious 
ones stood near enough to overhear a 
waiting friend say: ‘‘Why, ‘how do you 
do, Mrs. Leslie?’’ and the mystery was 
solved.

Among her ardent 
admirers before she married Mr. Wilde 
was the Marquis de Leuville, who free- 
ly offered ‘his title. It was not accepted 
and it was shown later that the ‘“mar- 
quis'’ was not a Frenchman at all, 
but a London tailor’s son.

How to manage the typical incompe- 
tent ‘housemaid, how to train her into 
comparative adequacy for the p'ace 
that she will fill no longer than it takes 
to find something else (almost anything 
else) to do, how to suspend the trite 
discussions for a while and take up 
something like this: Is it not impera- 
tive that housekeepers unite in mak ng 
domestic service more attractive to ca- 
pable and intelligent women?

THE YOUNGEST PEACE OFFICER 
The youngest peace officer in the Uni- 
tel States lives at Congress. He is 
Richard Boscha, 14 years old, the son 
of Deputy Sheriff Pete Boscha, who has 
been a deputy sheriff under all admin- 
istrations in Vavapai county for 20 
years—a fearless and efficient officer.

Boil 
the beets, and when cold cut them into 
dice. Cover ithem with tartar sauce, 
made as follows: Chop very fine a 
small piece of onion, a sprig of parsley, 
and one or two pickles, depending upon 
their size. Add to these a cupful of 
mayonnaise dressing and a little finely 
chopped tarragon.

Chandler Knew His Family. 


A young man went into a Boston of- 
fice a few days ago for the purp dse of 
transacting some business Tne  pro- 
prietor, on learning his errand, and not 
being acquainted with him, be:ides not 
being wholly satisfied with his full 
name, which he gave on entering, ad- 
dressed him in a blunt and rather sir- 
castic manner, by saying: ‘Well, who 
are you?” 

The young man, after pausing a few 
seconds in surprise and somewhat 
vexatious bewilderment drew a diary 
from his pocket and read: “In 1636 a 
child was born and christened by tthe 
name of Roger Chandler. In 1658, 
when he became a man, he went out 
from the Plymouth colony to Concord, 


Mass., with 20 other Settlers, where 
they had a grant of 400 acres of land 
In this town he built a house, wh.ch 
was afterwards occupied by Soler 
Davis. 

“In 1671 Mr. C. married Miss Mary 
Simonds. He was 80 years of age 


when he passed from this world in.o 
the great unknown, leaving a son 
Samuel, who lived to the age of 70 
years, after marrying Miss Dorcas 
Buss, who is buried beside him in Con- 
cord, Mass., having expired 14 ycas 
later. 

The son’s name was James Chan- 
dler. This man had three wives, They 
are buried in the cemetery at Concord 
Centre, nearly opposite Wright’s Tav- 
ern, Side by side, and I often comnare 
this prehistoric ancestor of mine,” says 
young Chandler, looking up from. his 
book, ‘‘to one of the other true sons of 
the pilgrims, where in a village in Con- 
necticut, a graveyard contains the 
bones of a man surrounded by five 
wives, who in succession had shared his 
lot, and he rests im the centre in serene 
felicity with the epitaph upon the old 
slate headstone that entombs him, in- 
scribed, ‘Our husband.’ (Now, whose 
husband shall he be in the world to 
come if it shall then turn out that cer- 
tain prophecies come true?) 

“A tall, old-fashioned clock owned by 


this Mr. Chandler in 1748 is at the 
antiquarian rooms. Concord, at the 
house once owned + Capt. Reuben 


Brown, and today can be seen or heard 
tickink away and measuring that thing 
that means nothing to itself but much 
for man—time. 

“Then next came John Chandler. I 
can now begin to reckon more readily. 
He was my great vrandfather, a man of 
great ambition, ownine his his time 
nearly a whole township in northeast- 
ern Massachusetts, which is called 
Tewksbury, situated 5 miles from Low- 
ell, being made up of very’ prosperous 
little farms. Today it is princinal’y 
noted for the state almshouse which is 
situated there. This man wound the 
last thread on the shuttle of life after 
he had rounded out his 84th vear. We 
frenuently see me- ' *--- who live to 
round that good old age, but how itt 
grieves us when we think how few are 
able to reach half that age and square

“After John came his son Jeremiah 
Chandler, who died in 1876, leaying a 
san by the same name, Jeremiah Chan- 
dler, jr. who was my father. In Feh- 
ruary. 1880, he was taken suddenly 111 
and being wnable ‘to survive pascel 
away from his little home. leavine a 
wife and two little children, one of 
which was myself. ‘then six mon‘hs old. 
This ends the history of my people, and 
is the best of mv knowledge of whom IT 
am,’

transect his business without anv do- 
lav. He then went quietly out, and was 
soon lost among the crowds to go on 
making new history.—Advertl-er,
